"York state in a fight against the adop- 
tion of an anti-injunction plank, went 
Into the session of the 
convention 


committee on resolutions to advocate 
an anti-injunction plank which is de- 
clared to have been drawn by Samuel 
Rompers himself, and which formed 
a part' of the tentative platform put 
forth 
by the 
New York 
delega- 


tion, Lewis Nixon was chairman of 
the sub-committee of the New York 
delegation that brought this about and 
it is the boast of the delegation that 
they have conciliated the radical, con- 
servative and labor interests all at 
once, and that they have put forth a 
strong bid for the far western vote 
T)y advocating a sufficient increase in 
the naval establishment to maintain 
a fleet on both coasts. A number of 
the state conventions in the west ad-

Arkansas Man Starts Trouble With 


His Resolution. 


Denver, July 8.—The rules that gov- 


erned the St. Louis, convention or 1904 
were adopted without change by the 
committee on rules and order of busi- 
ness after a session that for a time 
was made lively by tiie presentation 
by John T. Hicks of Arkansas of the 
following resolution: 


"Resolved, that in all cases where 


the action of the congressional con- 
vention is in conflict with the action 
of the state convention the action of 
the state convention shall be con- 
strued to control." 


State Senator Thomas Grady of 


New York, who was in the chair, tem- 
porarily yielded the gavel in order to 
denounce the resolution as wholly un- 
Democratic. Its mere publication as 
having been 
offered, he asserted, 


would' bo a taint on the Democratic 
party. He was followed by L. Irving 
Handy of Delaware, who was hotly 
opposed to the resolution, tne first ef- 
fect of which, if adopted, he said, 
would be to require the national con- 
vention to enforce instructions of 
candidates.

gates were Instructed or sent without 
instruction by district conventions ana 
subsequently a state convention sent 
delegates-at-large instructed for a par- 
ticular candidate, those 
Instructions 


would be applied also to all. the dis-

Denver, July S.—In pursuance of the 


wish expressed by William J. Bryan. 
Governor Haskell of Oklahoma was 
selected as chairman of the resolu- 
tions 
committee 
of 
the 
national 


Democratic convention. The commit- 
tee then decided to entrust the details 
cf the preparation of the platform to 
a sub-committee of seventeen members 
to be appointed by the chair, but be- 
fore these appointments were an- 
nounced tLe full committee listened 
tc arguments in support of various 
planks which will be offered for adop- 
tion. The first hearing was on the 
subject of the improvement of the in- 
land waterways, and on this subject 
arguments were made by Congress- 
man Ransdell of Louisiana, president 
of the recent national rivers and har- 
bors convention; II. T. Clarke of 
Omaha and Governor Bioward of Flor- 
ida. Broward took the position that 
a liberal pronouncement in favor of 
the improvement of the water courses 
of the interior would prove the means 
of obtaining many votes in such states 
as New York, Illinois and Ohio, and 
therefore urged the proposition as a 
matter 
of 
practical 
politics. 
Mr. 


Clarke asked for the approval of a 
plan for the improvement of the wa- 
terways which contemplates the issue 
of $500,000,000 in bonds for that pur- 
pose. 


Mr. Ransdell contended that as the 


government controls the rivers and 
lakes It should improve them, and he 
asked for the endorsement of a plan- 
looking to a much more liberal appro- 
priation of money than is now made 
In this interest. 
He said that the 


cost of transportation of the Great. 
Lakes Is only one-tenth of the, cost 
of transportation by rail. 


Richmond Pearson 
Hobson, con- 


gressman from Alabama, piesented a 
plea for the increase of the navy, and 
in doing so declared that this country 
is in imminent danger of war with 
Japan. He piedlcted that this war 
would take place during the next pres- 
idential administration and believing 
that the Democratic party will then 
be in power, he said that If it did not 
make proper preparations by addi- 
tions to the navy the party would be 
ground to powder. He declared that 
Japan is coveteous, not of the Philip- 
pines alone, but of Hawaii and our 
own Pacific coast country. Regarding 
Japan as a great fighting machine, he 
said that it was absolutely necessary 
that proper provision should be made 
to guard our interests against that 
power. 
Mr. Hobson said that 
he 


based his statements upon inside in- 
formation.
